X-RAYS IN PARRY SOUND. 


Grer Ireland, Editor of The North Star, 
Gets a Treatment, and Interost- 
ingly Dells Alt About Ir, 


A fow days ago the Editor of The 
North Star, Parry Sound, had the 
privilege of witnessing the Workings 
of the X-rays at the Parry Sound 
Hospital. The x-ray, he explains, 
is so called because it is still an 
“X’’ or ‘unt nown’’ quantity, Be 
fore seeing it in operation the writ- 
er supposed the X-ray to be a very 
strong light which shone through ey- 
erything with a blinding intensity, 
whereas as a matter of fact all that 
anyone can see is a globe lit up with 
a dim green fluid, the luminosity of 
which is insufficient to enable one to 
tread a newspaper. 

How It Looks, 

The first thing that catches the eye 
on entering Dr. Stone's office, is a 
large glass case containing the ahor- 
ic electrical machine producing the 
current which supplies the Hight. 
This machine is opereted by a waser 
motor of a half horse-power. Vrom 
the poles of the battery, wires are 
led to 9 Crooke’s tube, which emits 
the X-rays. This tube Is a glass 
bulb about six inches in diameter, 
from which the air or gases have 
been previously exhausted, thus cre- 
ating a vacuum. At each end of 
this tube is fused a platinum wire 
to one end of which is fixed a flat 
disc—the anede—and to the other a 
cup-shaped electrode—the cathode. 
When the miachine is started in action 
the tube begins to glow with a dim 
green light. ‘That is the ray. We 
had, as has been already Said, ex- 
pected to see a light of Such extra- 
ordinary brilliancy that we instinct-

A few days ago the Edito# of The 
North Star, Parry Sound, had the 
privilege of witnessing the Workings 
of the X-rays at the Parry Sound 
Hospital.

The society claims that the farmers 
have as good @ right, if not a bet- 
ter one to »uta profitable price on 
everything, tastthey produce and 
put on the market as the manufac- 
turer merchant or another business 
man. ‘The society has a simple 
easy plan to carry this propositon 
out, ‘this is done by meeting 
| through delegates once a year, ag- 
reeing on © fair price for their pro- 
ducts and then by putting these 
prodncts on the market, as needed 
at that price. 
Everything that the farmers pro- 
duce exch yearis consumed before 
la similar crvp ia produced the fol- 
lowing season. Those products 
icould be prodaced at a fair and 
| profitable price just as well as at a 
fair and unprotitable one.
